WASHINGTON, Nov. 
18.—A 
cipher 


telegram received by the navy depart- 
ment last evening from Capt. Picking, 
under yesterday's dote, from Kio de 
Janeiro, is looked upon as significant 
and possibly indicating a. weakening 
et the strength of the insurgent fleet 
under Admiral Mello. The translation 
was as follows: 
Naval representatives o! eight 'nations, In- 
cluding our nation, have decided not to per- 
mit munitions of war to be landed at Kto. 
Santos boinB still in possession ot the Brazil- 
ian government, and connected with Rio do 
Janeiro ID; railway, munitions ot war earn b« 
landed at Santos. Yesterday the Insurgent* 
dressed ship. The Brazilian covernment forts 
fired a national salute in honor ot the estab- 
lishment of the republic. 


The only interpretation to be put 


upon this dispatch is that the naval 
representatives at Kio have decided 
that there shall be no interference 
with commerce and have formally noti- 
fied the insurgent admiral they will 
prevent it. The probabilities are, and 
this is the view taken by government 
officials here, that this action weakens 
Mello very much, for if he cannot close 
the ports of Kio and bring the city 
into subjection it cannot be conjec- 
tured how he can make his rebellion 
successful. 


It looks to navel officers very much 


as if Mello had been badly crip- 
pled. This action is in line with that 
indicated in previous dispatches from 
Capt Picking to the effect that foreign 
repreBenatives held a conference and 
notified Mello that he must respect the 
nationality of any lighter engaged in 
unloading vessels and flying the flag 
at Its bow indicating its nationality. 
It appears that a'studied effort has 
been made to give Mello no exonte to 
fire upon the city. 


An agreement was made some time 


ago that there should be no firing be- 
tween the forces in Rio and the insur- 
gents in the bay. This was violated 
on one occasion, although it is not 
known If any damage resulted. To- 
day's dispatches indicate that the 
naval officers on dufy there in their 
protection of foreign interests are de- 
termined that this agreement shall be 
enforced; for this last notice is the re- 
sult of concerted action on the part of 
the allied powers to prevent any firing 
upon the city and damage to commerce 
by either side. 


An Opinion by the United Btatea Cota- 
meroe Commission. 


WASHINGTON, No».18.—The Interstate 


commerce commission yesterday, in 
an opinion by Commissioner Clements, 
announced its decision in the cases of 
Blanton Dnncan against the Atchison, 
Topcka & Santa Fe system, and against 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Co. and 
the Jjouisville & Nashville Kailroad 
Co. The decision contains important 
rulings on rail ways on household goods 
and immigrants' movables. Under the

Pacific coast terminals on goods termed 
"Emigrants' movables." Oneisajfen- 
eral class rate and the other desig- 
nated a "commodity" rate, and less 
than the general rate; the> latter rate 
is published as being open to "intend- 
ing settlers only," but in practice it is 
given to shippers 
indiscriminately. 


The committee holds that there is no 
necessity for retaining the two rates 
and that the west-bound rate on "emi 
grants' movables" from Louisville to 
Los Angeles ought not to be in excess 
of the amount o£ the commodity rate 
thereon.

WASHINSTO:.-, Nov., 18.—The 
net 


treasury balance continues to decline 
and at the close of the business yester 
day stood at *96,666,819, of which »86, 
794,757 is in gold and $10,867,062 in cur- 
rency. So far this fiscal year the cus 
toms revenues have fallen of »ai,000 
000, as compared with the correspond 
ing period of last year. For the sam 
period internal revenue receipts ha- 
decreased only $8,000,000. 


Commissioner Miller, in speaking o 


the matter yesterday, said he cxpecte 
the internal revenue receipts to in 
crease from now on, and that the tola 
at the end of the fiscal year, 189 
would nearly equal the receipts forth 
year 1893, even though they were »8 
000,000 behind. This expression o 
opinion, he said, was based upon th 
correspondence and interviews he had 
with large wholesale dealers in tobacco 
and liquor. The dull times affected 
their business, very materially, but i* 
was now improving as the daily re- 
ceipts showed.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—T. P. Gardner, 


the Parkhnrst agent who was con- 
victed of an attempt to commit extor- 
tion and whose trial has attracted 
widespread attention, has been or- 
dered released from custody on a de- 
cision handed down in the supreme 
court yesterday by Judges Power and 
Follotte, Judge O'Brien, dissenting. 
Gardner was convicted of the charge 
of taking »150 from the keeper of a dis- 
orderly place to protect her against 
molestation by the authorities. The 
court holds that Gardner's conviction 
could not be based on the law, as evi- 
dence of fear on the part of the com- 
plainant. Catherine Amos,eould not be 
produced. 
Judge O'Brien 
dissents 


-from this, claiming that the complain- 
ant has nothing to do with the ease 
that Gardner's criminal intent has 
been clearly proved and that his con- 
viction was legal.

It Cleveland1* Hawaiian policy is mrht 


this country is interested in the matter. 
U it i* wrong this country is the more 
interested in it.« Then what excuse can 
there be in withholding from 
the 


country's representatives who were m 
ajseion at Washington when the poliuy 
was hatched and the order was given. It 
that policy involves tha interference ot 
the United States to overthrow a govern- 
ment, recognized by all tbe civilized 
nations of the globe and by this country 
also, and the setting np of another 
government in its ateud, it wes a very 
Important matter and concerns our peo- 
ple, and should have been submitted to 
tbe senate as the constitution requires. 
Toe silly idea that because he is correct- 
ing an assumed wrong the policy will be 
approved by the people of this country, 
has been sheltered to pieces by the 
Etorm ot an indignant people, which has 
set in against it. 


Admitting all that the administration 


claims as to the interference of tbe 
former administration in encouraging, 
eiJiog and abetting the revolutionists to 
t» true, the tact that other nations 
tu&nowledged the new government, 
debars Mr, Cleveland from going behind 
tbe present government in Hawaii to 
correct a wrong in the extraordinary way 
he proposes. 


It is a foaluh piecs of business that 


will be calculated to blunt the rsapsot ot 
diplomats ot other nations for our ability 
m diplomacy, and will in the fntme do 
ns much injury. Had President Cleve- 
land and Mr. Orssham consulted reason 
in the matter, instead ot their piejudiocg 
against the preceding administration, 
they might have escaped the attitude 
their conduct baa placed them in.

among Presidents ia overthrown. It is 
only by tha preservation of this pruci- 
ple that governmental affair* become 
orderly, permanent and dignified. Mr, 
Harrison was elected for four years with 
fall jurisdiction to administer the Pres- 
idential office during that period. Mr. 
Cleveland succeeded him for four years 
with equal, but not higher, power to ad- 
minister the Presidential office for a suc- 
ceeding four years. 
If Mr. Cleveland 


may create a tribunal to secretly inquire 
into tha propriety of tbe l»galsnffiownay 
ot what was don* by Mr. Harmon during 
tbe period in which he was supreme, and 
to undo what he did if it does not com- 
mand the favor of Mr. Cleveland, then 
Mr. Harrison, should he return for four 
years after Mr. Cleveland, may restore 
the old status and review the official con- 
dn t of Mr. Cleveland and may undo that 
wtaioh does not meet with his approval.

This 
juery was put to an eminent authority 
on international questions, and one 
who is especially familiar with the 
Behring sea question 


'•No trouble is to be apprehended on 


that bcore," he responded, "nearly 
every mwatime na tion in Europe was 
invited to join an international agree- 
ment to protect the seals from pelagic 
destruction, and they declined on the 
ground that they were not sufficiently 
interested to warrant them in entering 
into such a compact Now, as an orig- 
inal proposition it might be conceiva- 
ble that Germany, for instance, should 
license her vessels to March for seals, 
but it is not conceivable that after 
declaiing that she had no interest in 
the business, and after the nations 
which are interested have made an 
agreement to protect these seals, that 
she should lend her flag to nullify that 
agreement.

Business is gaining, burlt Is e. constant com* 
nlalnt that the change Is slow It IB but very 
few that realize how heavy a load business 
has to drarf after It in climbing up again Leg- 
islative uncertainties weigh heavily, but other 
loads may be overlooked. Toe past depres- 
sion, with trading and manufacturing failures 
Involving more than J^36.000,000 In nine months, 
besides banking failures ol enormoiu liabili- 
ties and failures of heavy firms Involve con- 
tlnuftl embarrassments which men are prone 
to forget Tnere baa been great encourage- 
ment during tbo past week in tbe fact that No- 
vember payments are far more satisfactory 
than was feared, and yet tne extensions would 
have seemed alarming In other years. Mer- 
chants who collect part of the amount due are 
rejoiced, but tbelr buying power Is not as large 
as usual The extraordinary shrinkage la pur- 
chases for consumption, II lessening, has still 
mode It Impossible for man? firms to go on as 
before, end the largest failure ot the past 
week, that of Turber, Wjrlsnd & Co, Illus- 
trates embarrassments wblch cannot lie. ter 
mlnated In a week or a montb.
